Cartooning Clarity 


Max APPLE 


he great man of English letters, Dr. Samuel Johnson, once said to his biographer, 
Boswell, as they strolled through the streets of eighteenth-century London, 
“nothing is too small for a creature such as man." Those words, racing 200 years 
ahead, might be inscribed on Charlie Brown's T-shirt. And, if late-twentieth-century 

Uncle Sam sported tattoos, Snoopy of Lucy might decorate his star-spangled cheek. 
‘The Peanuts strip began in what now seems like the halcyon days of newspapers. 
How pastoral, those Sunday mornings in the 19605, The comics page Is spread on the 
kitchen table or the floor; a few engaged children interpret the drawings for the youngest, 
who points her finger at some delightful character. The adults are close by; father frowns 
as he contemplates the front page and calls out to mother. The scene is bright, but only 
the lights and the toaster are electric. There is not a Kindle in sight and the Apple is a real 
‘one, alongside an orange, perhaps in a bowl that makes that 1960s American kitchen 
look almost like an Impressionist painting, The clear, wonderful, simplicity of it. Of course, 
it's not all sweetness, The Cold War hovers in the background, the assassination of two 


Kennedys and Martin Luther King, J, Vietnam, the Civil Rights movement ... Lots going on 
behind the scenes, as always, but not in Peanuts where the external world exists mainly 
to supply theatrical props. 

In our era, as newspapers — the form which gave birth to the comic strip — are 
failing, and paper itself is beginning to seem anachronistic, Charlie Brown and his friends 
are as compelling as ever. Popular culture measures change, always, as one kind of music 
or art oF fashion more dominant than another. The era of disco fades as hip-hop reigns. 
In politics, as well, the public taste for more or less government is a constant ideological 
battle measured by the vote, But the Peanuts characters have already transcended mere 
popularity to become fixtures of contemporary American culture. it seems that Charles 
Schulz attempting, at least at the beginning of his career, to create cartoon jokes stumbled 
onto not only a good man, but onto everyman. 

Long before Peanuts, superhero and adventure strips — along with domestic 
comedy strips — populated the comics pages. recall from my own childhood in the late 


1940s and early 19508 worrying about what would happen to Prince Valiant and Steve 
Canyon. | read Blondie to see what mischief Dagwood's foolishness would create. My 
older sisters read Mary Worth which must have been an early soap opera; and all three of 
us read Nancy, who was probably closer to Peanuts. But, as | recall, Nancy and her buddy 
Sluggo were rooted in the world of adventure, 

All of these comic strips continued to be published beyond my own childhood. In 
fact, Blondie, which first appeared in 1930, is still available in some form via email from 
King features, But Blondie and Dagwood are comic corpses kept alive by artificial means, 
Charlie Brown and his friends, sixteen years after Charles Shultz death, remain an intimate 
part of the iconography of our time. 

Considered as a form, the comic strip Is always ironic when It attempts to narrate 
adventure. Take Superman, busy as he must be when the stakes are so high, Superman has 
worlds to save, villains to apprehend, and romance to avoid. Look at him, trapped by the 
black lines of the cartoon strip. His arms are outstretched as he longs to fly his biceps bulge 
beneath massive shoulders and a flowing red cape. What is he doing imprisoned in a framed 
box? Imagine Superman if he had the self-consciousness to see himself as merely a two-inch 
drawn figure, He would be unable to understand his place in the universe, Krypton, Lois Lane, 
the Daily Planet... none of his back story would matter, Facing such diminishment.in scale, all 
of his superness would be transformed into shame. If Superman could survive such a psychic 
fall and then lose his muscles, his cape, and his addiction to action, then perhaps he could 
hang out with Charlie Brown and examine life within the drawn cartoon box. The dramatic 
‘motifs of the Peanuts characters may lle outside heroic possibilities, but bouncing a ball or 
jumping rope are, in their context, as significant as saving Metropolis. 

Superman, who first appeared in 1938, has many ancestors. Among them is 
Homer's strongman, Achilles, who stormed the plain between the sea and the walls of 
‘Troy. Achilles, the son of a goddess, has a choice of life. He can select a long, peaceful, 
uneventful existence, or he can choose the brief life of the heroic warrior intent on gaining 
glory. For Achilles, there is no choice, An Achilles at home on the farm would be at least 
as inept as Superman accepting his true home — not in the sky, but in a cartoon frame, 
Achilles lives for war and glory; but as the poet W. H. Auden recognized in his poem, “The 
Shield of Achilles," that hero's tool of wars not emblazoned with scenes of glory, but with 
visions of peaceful, pastoral life, The very life which Achilles declines, 

The characters in the Peanuts strip have more in common with Homer Simpson 
than with the Greek Homer — and Homer and Bart seem to have the same iconic status. 
But the Simpsons were conceived as a television showa form of the sitcom; the characters 


migrated to the comics four years later. Bart Simpson could only make fun of the Shield 
of Achilles but Snoopy dozing atop his doghouse would be comfortable among the 
sculpted gods and goddesses. Those classical figures embody their stories independent of 
narrative; so does Snoopy. 

‘The story is the heart of literature and human problems are the plot that make that 
heart beat, As it attempts to narrate those problems, the comic strip faces an enormous 
aesthetic burden, It has neither pages nor chapters, and does not present enough time 
for characters to evolve or plots to develop. Unless it continues over many days asa serial, 
the strip has only three or four, or maybe on Sunday up to nine or ten blocks of drawn 
activity —and that's it. A few faces, thirty o forty words, sometimes no words, and yet, 
here are Charlle Brown and his friends, with almost none of the tools of narrative, carving 
themselves into three generations of the popular imagination. 

It is far easier to understand the appeal of Disney characters, Mickey and Minnie 
‘were drawn to move. Even in Mickey's earliest incarnation, he never resembles a rodent 
seeking food in dark places. Right from the start, Mickey stands up like a man; he needs a 
mate and a story. Disney gives him a face, but narrative gives him a life. 

Charlie Brown and his crowd, although they have been in films and television 
specials, always seems static, even in the “movies,” The adventures of Charlle Brown and 
his friends donot depend on anything happening. The white space in the cartoon frame is 
often empty. Movement is not the dramatic emphasis. The world is closerto empty than it 
Is to full. Schulz has achieved that extraordinary exploitation of stasis by the way in which 
he has visualized and dramatized the state of being that we call childhood. 


ven before Freud, careful observers understood that Innocence may not be a complete 

explanation of a certain stage of human development. Freud’s insights added the 

sexual dimension, but even without a psychoanalytic overlay, the child at play, alone 

and in groups, contains the full range of human complexity. Schulz, in his fifty years of 
Peanuts drawings, stays in one place. He uses childhood not asa developmental stage spanning 
a certain number of years, but as a deep understanding of what does not change. His literary 
tools are irony and simplicity, and his flat, stylized drawings show the Peanuts characters in 
repetitive daly actions, asi they are participating in a kind of ritual, 

Charles Shulz said in his interview with Gary Groth, “everything that | think of 
somehow can be turned into a cartoon idea." For Schulz, given the length and depth of his 
career this does not seem like overstatement, every thought turns toward .."cartoon idea,” 


Change “cartoon idea" to God, and this could be a statement of religious obsession. In 
both cases the mind tums every thought toward one overwhelming concept. Complexity 
is reduced to clarity, Religious ritual seeks to approach this clarity without narrative. The 
power of the ritual sits simple unchanging form. The participants in the rite know exactly 
what must be done. Say amen, sit, stand, put on a hat, take off a hat, bow, kneel... A difficult 
ritual requiring deep learning or much practice would not be as powerful, The availability 
of the simple action constitutes its depth, All of these actions can be performed by a child, 

Thought of in this way, Snoopy's earliest ancestor may be the animal drawn 
on the wall of a cave by prehistoric man, Part realism, part incantation .. that ancient 
drawing represents both the animal and the wonder of its being. In a sense, the drawing 
Is animainess, Snoopy, dozing atop his doghouse doesn’t have to say or do a thing, He Is 
solidly there, the representation of all the foolishness, mayhem, jealousy, and fun in a dog, 
He is the unchanging static wonder of a pet 

But Schulz’s comic strip, though it suggests powerful ritual, aspires only to 
entertainment. The cast, which Schulz calls his “repertory company,” play their prescribed 
roles as they go about the acts of daily life. The experience that turns the mundane toward 
entertainment is often surprise; that small flash of insight as the expected outcome does 
not materialize tis the classic ironic drama, Take a single example: a 1954 strip, featuring 
Lucy and Schroeder. Lucy watches Schroeder gazing at his toy piano. "He's cute, but he 
doesn't even know I'm alive,” If there is a plot, that's it, It’s clear and straightforward, 
Lucy attempts to make Schroeder notice her. in the next seven frames she dances on 
Schroeder's piano, tums a somersault, and, in her wide-mouthed happiness, she makes a 
great effort to exude the joy of life, Schroeder is still not interested."Get off my piano,"he 
says. In the final frame, Schroeder thinks, “that poor girl has lost her mind.” Lucy, her back 
to Schroeder, exits, thinking, ll probably never get married.” In sixty-one words and eight 
drawn panels, Schulz condenses courtship and unrequited love to its essence, Attraction, 
flirtation, failure, and loneliness are all present in that strip, The comedy — if there is 
comedy —is Lucy's forlorn realization. The surprise is the idea of marriage imposed upon 
‘the world of child’s play. Schroeder desires his piano more than he desires Lucy. All of her 
efforts are hopeless. Her insight, while not tragic and perhaps not even accurate, is what a 
sentimental story or novel might call “heartbreak.” Only, the strip seems to say, this is not 
heartbreak — merely a child's misunderstanding of the world of attraction and rejection. 
But, the deep irony in this world of innocence is that Lucy does “get it,” and therefore so 
does the reader. 'l probably never get married” is surprising and inevitable. 


ow, after all the speculation in this introduction, the narrative voice can be 

‘thought of as the opening frames of the ironic cartoon, The writer, bulging 

with the words you have just read, is about to be taken down as he faces the 

best readers of Peanuts, in this case his twin seven-year-old granddaughters, 
Nina and Lila. They have no interest in narrative or ritual or irony, but they know a good 
character when they see one, Born in the digital age, they don't even know what a comic 
strip is, They know Peanuts as a movie, When they see a compilation of Peanuts comics, 
they are delighted to read this “book." With their permission | quote from their unedited
